of the Spanish Gommunist Party in Mexico. 


Le Information Service 
The Spanish Communist Party has been instructed by Party headquarters in 
Paris to maintain en "information net," and to appoint certain trusted 
Party members to serve ag agents to eather sucl. data as would be of 
interest to the Party. Source reported that two such agents have been 
aecretly named in Mexico, and furnished the following information con- 


cerning them: 


Emilio Criado Romero: 4& Spaniard, characterized by source as intelligent 
and active. He is a writer for El] Nacional and editor of the magezine 
la Semana Cinematoprafica, aml has offices at Ejido #19. He has been 
charged with mainteining liaison with the group known as Intelectuales 
Espanoles and the Sindicatos Cinematografistes Mexicanos. 


Kafael Rodriguez: Also a Spaniard, in charge of the publication of the 
Party organ, Espana Popular. (Espana Populer, owing to the strike apainst 
the newspaper El Popular, is now printed on the presses of the newspaper 
El Nacional. Tt has not appeared letely, but an edition has been prartees 
for the near future.) 


These two new agents will now eutomatically te incorporated in the 
information end Propaganda Comaittee of the farty. 


2. Paris Peace Conference 
The Spanish Communist Party in Mexico named « committee, the Comite 
Espanol Pro Congreso de Partiderios de la Pas, to support the Paris Peace 
conferance, it was composed as follows:

Jose Giral's position as President of this committee has caused sone per-— 
turbation among members of the Partido de Izquierda Republicena. tustesio 
Abad, one of the party directors, made a motion before the xeeutive Council 
to the effect that, since the Paris Peace Conference had proved to have a 
decidedly Communist cast, no member of the Partide de T2quierda Republicana 
should preside over a comnittee supporting it. The motion, however, was not 
approved. 


The first act of the committee was to send a cable of preetings to the Paris 
Peace Conference, cleiming that they had collected the signatures of 2000 
individuals in “Yexico who supported the conference. (Source stated thet 
actually only 300 signatures were collected.)

The Case of “pein in the United Nations 


‘Party headquarters in Paris has sent the locel Party a large amount of material 


concerning the North Atlantic Pact and its implications which is to be used in 
docal Party propaganda. This material states that the Pact, in addition to 
being part of the imperialist designs of the United States, has the objective 
of including Spain in the United Nations, maintaining the Frenco regime, «nd 
thus obtaining military bases in Spain. 


in Mexico, under the instigation of Spenish Communist leader Ricardo 
Castellote, the Federacion de Organismos de Ayuda a la Kepublica Espanola 
(YOAKE) has sent a questiomaire to various personages which asks for their 
opinion on the case of Spain in the United Nations. To date, replies have 
been received from Leftists Alberto Fremauntz and Jesus Chinas (of the 
Petroleum sorkers Union), both condemning any rapprochement between the UN 
and Franco Spain. It is planned to send these two statements end any more 
that are received to UN headquarters in New York. , 


Party Publications 

The Party is planning to publish a new monthly magazine in Yexico to be 

known as huestro Tiempo. The magazine will have a decidedly Communist policy 
to be dispuised by the collaboration of prominent Spanish Tepublicans. The 
editors of the magazine will be the following: Jose Eergamin (Spanish writer 
and intellectusl, reportedly known for his Comnunist activities); Rafael 
iodriguez; Jose Lieguez (very active leader of Spenish Communist Youth, 
member of the Information and Political Bureaus of the locel Party, known 

to ba anti-U.5.); Ceferino Palencia (writer and artist of Leftist sympethies); 
and Miguel Segurajauregui (member of the Information Bureau of the Locri 
Party and active among Leftist Spanish intellectuals). 


Communi st Meetings 

On 26 and 27 April, representatives of the Mexican and Spanish Communist 
Parties held meetings at the FOAKE headquarters, ‘The Vexicen Party was 
represented by Sergio Fernandez and Priscilisano Almaguer; end the Spanish 
Party by Ricardo Castellote and Francisco Ayesteran. 

The major topics of discussion were the following: It was égreed that Vicente 
Lombardo Toledano and Dionisio incina should be welcomed by large numbers of 
Party members at the airport upon their return from the Paris Peace Conference, 
and plans for this reception were discussed. It was siso decided thst, in 
view of the recent apathy toward the proposed Letin American Peace Congress to 
be held in Mexico City, a large mass demonstration should be stared in favor 
of the Congress, either in the Palacio de Bellas Artes or the Arena Coliseo. 
it was agreed to try to persuade Lombardo and Eneina to appear at this mass 
meeting and speak on the progress being made toward realization of the 
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Congress. liego livera is to be appointed to intervene with Lombardo and 
assure his participatione It was further agreed that in order to publicize 
the Congress the Parties would print signs and posters which the Youth 
eroups would then put up around the city and in the plece chosen for the 
mass meeting, and that a collection would be taken to aid the newspaper 
ind vopuder, which was at that time suspended becavee of 2 strike of its 
workers to obtain back wages which have not been peid them. (The metropolitan 
oress carried £n article on 29 April stating that the hl Popular strike had 
been settled end the workers hed returned to their jobs. } 
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
